How these Needs are Met— The first hundred pages of 
this volume attempt to supply a foundation by treating 
first, such common things as soil, hills, valleys, industries, 
climate, and the government, which are part of every 
child’s environment; and secondly other features, as the 
mountains, rivers, lakes, and ocean, which, though ab¬ 
sent from many localities, are still very necessary as a 
preparation for later study. Definitions, however, are 
not relied upon for giving the child this extra knowledge 
but detailed descriptions and discussions instead. This 
by no means involves neglect of the child’s environment 
from the time the unfamiliar matter is introduced. 

Relationship to Mankind.— According to the definition of 
geography—which treats of the relations between man 
and the earth—a hill or a lake is worthy of mention only 
because it bears a relation to us, the men upon the earth; 
considered by itself it is not a part of geography. Each 
chapter which takes up one of the above subjects, either 
closes w f ith the bearing of the given topic upon mankind 
or it deals with the human relationship throughout. 

Earth as a Whole.— The most difficult portion of our 
task has been that which presents the earth as a whole. 
That a bird’s-eye view should be given at a very early 
period in the child's i 

instruction is not bad, 
but it is not so easy 
in a limited space to 
support the principal 
facts with a sufficient 
detail to produce very 
bright pictures. The 
things commonly included in the study, such for instance 
as the latitude and longitude, should be omitted. They

A foundry, principally for German type, was established at German¬ 
town, Pennsylvania, about the year 1735, by Christopher Saur, or Sower, 
a printer, who executed in German the first quarto Bible printed in 
America, as well as other valuable books in the German language. Three 
editions of the Bible were printed—viz., in the years 1743, 1763 and 
1776, the latter two by his son. In 1739 Saur published a newspaper in 
Germantown. 

An abortive attempt was made about 1768 to set up a foundry at Bos¬ 
ton by a Mr. Mitchelson from Scotland, and another in Connecticut in 
1679 by Abel Buel. In 1775, Dr. Franklin brought from Europe to Phila¬ 
delphia the materials for a foundry; but little use of them was made. 

John Baine, a type founder of Edinburgh, sent a relative to this 
country with tools for a foundry at the close of the Revolutionary war, 
and soon after came over himself. They carried on the business till 
1790, when Mr. Baine died, and his kinsman returned to Scotland. 

A Dutch founder, Adam G. Mappa, settled at New York about 1787, 
and cast Dutch and German faces, as well as Roman styles and several 
Oriental alphabets. Want of capital prevented his success, and many of

History

r fHE immediate consequences of the Trojan 
War, as represented by Greek historians, 
Were scarcely less disastrous to the Motors 
than to the 'Vanquished. The return of the Gre¬ 
cian heroes to their own country is represented by 
Homer and other early Writers to have been full 
of tragical adventures, While their long absence 
had encouraged usurpers to seize many of their 
thrones; and hence arose fierce Wars and inter¬ 
nal commotions, all of Which greatly retarded the 
progress of Grecian civilization. 

(Among these petty revolutions, however, no 
events of general interest occurred until about 
sixty years after the fall of Troy, When the peo¬ 
ple from Epirus, 1 passing across the mountain 
chain of Hindus,' descended into the rich plains 
Which lie along the banks of the Peneus,* and 
finally conquered the country, to Which they 
gave the name Thessaly; driving away most of 
the inhabitants, and reducing those Who remain¬ 
ed to the condition of serfs or agricultural slaves 

/. The country of Epirus, comprised tn the present Turkish province of Albania, 
'Was at the north-western extremity of Greece, tying along the coast of the Adriatic 
Sea, or Gulf of Venice, and bounded on the north by Macedonia, and on the east by 
Macedonia and Thessaly• The inhabitants in early times 'Were probably Belasgic, 
but they can hardly be considered ever to have belonged to the Hellenic race, or Gre¬ 
cians proper. Epirus is principally distinguished in Grecian history as the country of 
the celebrated Pyrrhus. The earliest oracle of Greece Was that of Dodona in Epirus 
but its exact localtty is unknown . There Was another oracle of the same name in 
Thessaly . Map 9{p. U

PRINTERS SHOULD BE WARY 
IN SELECTING THEIR TYPES 

PRINTER, when choosing type, 
should not only attend to the cut 
of the letter, but should as well 
observe if its shank is perfectly 
true, and that it lines or ranges 
with accuracy, and is of an equal 
height. Then the quality of the 
material of which it is composed 
and the finish of the letter itself 
demand particular attention. The ease with which 
type faces of an inferior grade may be made through 
the facilities afforded of multiplying matrices by the 
electrotype process instead of cutting direct has also 
led to the use of poor metal and to the sale of types 
without due regard to nicety of finish and exactness 
of body and standing. C. It is important that types 
should have a deep fac

These are space-saving, rent-reducing stands. Two New York Double Stands, holding sixty cases 
in racks and four pairs cases on top. occupy eighteen square feet of floor space, as against thirty square 
feet occupied by two ordinary double stands, holding at most forty-eight 
cases in racks and four pairs cases on top—a saving of twelve square 
feet. Two Double City Stands occupy a floor space of twenty-five square 
feet against seventeen feet occupied by one Quadruple New York Stand 
—a saving of eight square feet. This saving is obtained by making the 
racks correspond to size of cases exactly, bringing forward the cap cases 
so that they do not overhang at the back of stand (as they do on ordinary 
stands) and extending the lower cases several inches into the alley. 

Other Points of Superiority 

The lower cases project into the alley several inches, affording the 
compositor ample leg room, and allowing him to get closer to the type. 
The angle of the lower case is just right for rapid type setting. The upper 
case is raised above the lower, and brought forward closer to the composi¬ 
tor’s hand, while not obstructing the figure boxes of the lower case. The 
cases are held on strong iron brackets, securely screwed to a hard-wood 
top, which is perfectly smooth, and very useful for storing tied-up matter 
or for other purposes. 

The Window Stand is a rearrangement of the Double Stand, so that 
it occupies a square area, and is very suitable for placing opposite a 
window.

For ease, comfort, convenience and economy of floor space the Eagle Double Case Stand is a success, the 
superior of any case stand manufactured. It was built to satisfy the demand of city printers for a stand 
which would take the maximum number of ordinary front cases. 

It is built of either angle iron or wood as desired, has steel runs, with or without paneled sides and 
back, and has a case stop attachment to prevent the cases running through to the front of the stand. 

When built of wood the best kiln dried hardwood is used throughout and the parts are firmly bolted 
together. It is built flush with the floor, thus preventing the accumulation of dirt or anything else under¬ 
neath the stand. The iron brackets on top project over the front of the stand 8Vi inches and provide 
sufficient knee room for the compositor to work freely either standing or sitting. Two pairs of brackets 
are provided. A dumping bank running the full length of the stand is placed in the rear. 

The stand holds 42 full-size cases having ordinary fronts, 19 in each tier and four additional cases on 
top. Finished in antique oak and varnished, and when paneled sides and backs are provided, it is to all 
intents and purposes a cabinet and is almost dust proof. 

When made of angle iron the entire frame is firmly riveted together, thus providing an almost 
indestructible piece of furniture which will withstand indefinitely any weight that can be crowded into 
the cases. When panels are desired they are inserted into the iron frame and arc firmly fastened. They 
are of hardwood finished in antique oak and varnished. All iron work which shows on the exterior is fin¬ 
ished in black enamel. 

When Eagle Case Stands are made in wood they can be shipped knocked-down, but when made of 
angle iron they cannot be knocked-down.

As to Construction— No other Cabinet equals this in points of solidity and carrying capacity. The 
runs are flat pieces of steel, which are placed between strips of wood as shown above, and a steel rod is 
run from top to bottom of the Cabinet through the steel runs and intervening wooden strips and then 
firmly locked with steel pins.

Operation of Cutting and Scoring Presses 

The usual rate of operation in regular practice is from 20 to 30 impressions a minute, that is. 1200 to 
1800 an hour; but 2100 and even 2400 an hour is not infrequent. In this connection, attention may be 
called to an important physical principle, too frequently overlooked, namely: that the pressure which 
may be obtained increases much more rapidly than the rate of operation. In other words, one relation is 
direct, and the other is as the square of the velocity. Thus, say, while an increase of operation from 1200 
to 2400 impressions an hour would double the speed, or as 1 is to 2, this makes it possible to obtain four 
times the pressure between the bed and the platen, or as 1 is to 4. Hence, while it is not possible to over¬ 
load the press at the lower safe speeds, that is because the fly-wheels will “ stall ” and not carry over, it 
is quite possible, due to the greatly increased momentum or kinetic energy, to do so at higher speeds. 
Therefore, the safer practice is to have all the heavy forms, which are intended to be fed at fast speed, 
first made ready at a lower speed. This establishes the pressure; and after that the only limit to the 
8peed is the character of the job and the ability of the feeder. In fact, this is good practice for another 
reason, namely: it calls for more skill in the make-ready and increases the ” life ” of the die.

The stock used is manila board, made specially 
for the purpose. A cutting and creasing press is the same as an ordinary printing press, except that it 
is larger, has to be stronger, and does not require an inking apparatus. The shape of a box having been 
decided on, a form is set up with steel cutting and brass creasing rules, the former to cut out waste margins 
and to make slits, and the latter to crease or score the lines on which the stock in the box must bend when 
set up for use. It is usual to cut and crease as many boxes at one time as can be cut out from a full-sized 
sheet. The box leaves the press flat. It is then folded once and glued on one edge, and delivered flat. 
Any printing required is done before cutting and creasing. Any good compositor will understand the pro¬ 
cess after reading above explanation and examining a folded paper box. The glueing is done by a machine 
of moderate cost.

The Wire Feeder 

The wire feeder, simple and accurate in operation, is in contact with the wire only during the forward 
movement of feeding, returning to its position without scraping across the wire. The steel sector, the 
principal part of the feeding device, operates directly on a cam, without rolls, ratchets, eccentrics and the 
many small parts generally employed. It is the only perfect feed. The feeding grip is circular, having 
many contacts, and changes position automatically each time the stitcher is threaded. This is a new and 
important feature for the first time worked out. 


The Wire Cutter 



The wire cutter is an important working part of all wire stitchers, one which is 
most frequently replaced. In all stitchers excepting the “Boston" this is made of two 
single parts, with the accompanying screws, springs and bolts. In the “Boston" the 
cutter is one piece of hardened steel working in plain sight and always ready as seen 
in the illustration. It can be replaced instantly by removing the iron strap below the 
face plate and pulling forward the cutter plunger. Frequent and costly accidents can¬ 
not result from the cutter being placed out of position, as in other stitchers. 


Clinching the Staple 

The clinchers are new in principle and consist of two parts, clinchers and clincher points. They are 
far superior to those used in other machines, in which the points of the wire come in contact with them 
as the staple is being driven. In the "Boston" the clinchers do not operate until the staple is fully driven, 
the points of the wire are never in contact with the clinchers, and the clinch is made by the clincher points 
acting against the entire support of the driver, the latter being delayed in its return for this purpose. The 
result is the much desired smooth, even, flat clinch, increasing the binding power of wire, and preventing 
damage to and wrinkling of stock, the inner pages of which are usually marred by defective clinching.

Something New 

We illustrate here a new feature in stitching machines and 
possible only in the “Boston” owing: to its remarkable simplicity. 

Figure 1 shows the actual size of the regular half-inch stitch 
for which the Nos. 3 and 4 machines are fitted. If desired, special 
extra parts can be furnished at moderate cost for making a three- 
eighths inch stitch possible on the same machine, with a consequent 
larger saving .in wire. Figure 2 illustrates this stitch, actual size. 

The change in the machine can be made in three minutes, and 
consists of replacing the driving bar, supporter and cutter plunger, 
and slightly shifting the feed sector—work which can be done by 
the operator. 


Electric Equipment 

On page 1093 is shown a No. 3 “Boston” equipped with one-sixth horsepower individual electric motor. 

This equipment is the best and most compact ever devised for a stitching machine. Where a 110, 220 
or 500-volt direct current power or lighting service is in use, these equipments can be furnished complete 
ready for wiring. In case they are to be attached to the lighting circuit, all that is necessary is to remove 
the glass bulb and screw in the stitcher extension wire plug, after the fashion of an ordinary extension 
lamp. We can also provide motors for alternating current 104 to 110 or 208 volts, cycles 60 or 125 per second. 
These motors will operate on single, two or three phase circuits. 

It will be noticed that this electric equipment takes up but little space beyond the frame of the 
stitcher; that a special foundation plate is furnished, to which are attached rolls making it possible to 
wheel the machine to any part of the workroom. The equipment is the same on all sizes.

The Rouse Job Stick is a mechanically perfect Composing Stick for quick adjustment to Picas or 
Nonpareils. It has several novel features, the most important perhaps, being the method of adjustment. 

This is accomplished by means of a 
series of regular holes (a full Pica 
from center to center) in the rear 
wall of the stick, with a steel rack 
mounted in the knee to engage 
them. By turning a small lever 
located under the clamp, a half 
revolution, the rack is moved ex¬ 
actly six points and automatically 
locked in position, thereby effect¬ 
ing the change from Picas to Nonpareils. The knee which is extremely rigid, is held in place by an 
improved clamp that extends clear into the corner where most needed. The Stick is graduated to Picas 
and numbered every five ems. The measures are correct, and owing to our perfect methods of manu¬ 
facture the perforations are absolutely uniform, the only possible variation being in the knee. As every 
one of these is fitted to a hardened steel standard of known accuracy, this difference is scarcely perceptible.

Patent Linotype Brush Machine 


For removing burs from linotype slugs. A very necessary machine in offices that 
do first class linotype work, and in all cases where matrices or electrotype moulds are 
taken of the linotype slugs.

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Ingot Casting Apparatus 

This Ingot Casting Apparatus should be in every linotype office. By its aid the reduction of scrap metal 
into ingots is obtained in the shortest possible time and at the least expense. The top part of the frame 
which holds the pans or moulds is cast in one piece and is firmly bolted to heavy iron uprights. Each 
mould contains two pans, one on each side, and the moulds are made to work in unison by means of gears. 

Style C is made up of two of these double pans. There is a space between the pans to allow the free 
circulation of air and to assist cooling the pans and contents. Its capacity is 48 ingots. 

The water cooling attachment is made up of two special pairs of moulds having water chambers between 
the pans, the inlet being through the shafts at the crank ends of the moulds and the outlet at the gear 
ends. The style C Apparatus with water cooling attachment will permit the casting of ingots as fast as 
the ordinary workman can pour the metal with a hand ladle. 

Style B is the same as style C excepting that its capacity is double, there being provision for casting 96 
ingots. 

The water cooling attachment on this style is made in such a manner as to permit the use of each pair 
of moulds separately, the machine having two separate connections for the inlet and outlet of water.

Make-Up Tables

Important—Read Before Ordering 

New, Old and Boston Style— When made regularly, these blocks are %-inch larger each way than 
size of back of plate, or fy-inch larger each way than size of printed matter. The hook, ratchet gutter 
and clasp brass occupy a space of 9-16 inch, including necessary allowance for taking plate on or off 
freely, and the two bevels on plate are 3-16 inch wide, or %-inch in all. The block will take on a plate 
•'V-inch smaller each way than the largest plate, back dimensions, when the slot in which hook moves 
is 1 inch, and the smallest plate the block will take is 1V4 inches smaller than size of block over all. 

Blocks for Narrow Margins— There are instances where it is impossible to get the desired margins 
on regularly made blocks. In such instances we can reduce the widths of hooks, ratchets and gutters, 
or increase the variation between largest and smallest plates by lengthening the slots in which hooks 
move, as conditions allow. Whenever margins are apparently too scant, our long experience will usually 
enable us to overcome the dfficulty. In some cases we make a small special charge for such special 
work. When the slot in which hook moves is made longer than 1 inch on new style blocks it requires 
longer pinions and 2 Vi cents per hook is added to the list price of each V4-inch longer than 1 inch. 

Patent Ruled Blocks— The largest plate taken on is 1 inch smaller each way (back dimensions) than 
outside measurements of block, and the smallest plate (back dimensions) is 2Vi inches smaller than 
outside measurement of block when the slot in which hook moves is 1 inch long. For each additional 
hook add 60 cents to list price, and for each hook less deduct 25 cents. For each additional Vi-inch 
added to slot Add 2 Vi cents to list price. All blocks are made ’Vi-inch thick unless otherwise ordered. 

For each extra hook and pinion add 50 cents to list, and for each hook less deduct 25 cents from list. 

Rule Blocks— Prices for blocks with brass rule borders will be quoted on application. 

For price of blocks with head brass but no end hooks add to list price of blocks without end hooks as 
follows: 8 to 16Vi-inch “measurement ” 10 cents, 17 to 27-inch “measurement’* 16 cents, 27Vi to 38Vi- 
inch “measurement,’’ 20 cents.

The system consists of Register Hooks, each one of the various kinds being: designed for a specific 
purpose, with forms made up of Sectional Bases, either of metal, cast iron or steel, made .759 of an inch 
high, micro-ground, made on the Point System in regular Pica sizes. In these forms the Register 
Hooks are placed in any desired position. The height of these bases, with the thickness of the 
standard electrotype plate .152 of an inch make a perfect printing surface, substantially type high. The 
Bases are absolutely rigid and accurate and the Register Hooks enable the printer to remove plates 
quickly for change or make-ready, register them accurately in color work or other fine printing and 
overcome the mushiness so common in heavy plates mounted on wood. 

For color work these blocks are indispensable. The Register Hooks are placed on all sides of the 
plates; by the use of the key the clutch on one side is released and the one opposite is tightened, the 
plate being easily moved the smallest fraction of an inch. Each plate can thus be registered indepen¬ 
dent and with ease. 

For book work the Register Hooks are placed on two sides of the plate, front and bottom of page 
usually, and brass catches opposite them, the Register Hooks being used to fasten and release the plates 
and the catches to keep them in the same position as one form follows another. 

The Challenge System was among the first, if not the very first, that was made for the register of 
the three color plates and has stood the test for twenty years use. The narrow margin Register Hooks 
of this System are founded on basic patents. 

All Register Hooks are 6 * 6 ems Pica in size except the Pony Narrow Margin which is 6 * 7 ems 
Pica, and being a Ratchet Hook requires a gutter. They are made from one piece of solid brass, the 
screw, clutch and all other parts are made of tempered steel. They have special openings for cleaning 
and are finely made and strictly first-class in construction. 

The following detailed descriptions and illustrations will give a clear idea of the wide range of this 
System and enables the printer to select an equipment that will meet his wants. Point System throughout.

The needs of plate (electrotype) printing and halftone and three-color work have led to the devising 
of many forms of patent base. These may be divided into three general classes: the wooden page block 
for letterpress edition printing, the sectional block of metal or iron to be assembled into pages or forms 
and the iron base covering the bed of the press.

To Print Consecutive Numbers 

Orders to print consecutive numbers are received more or less frequently by every printing office, 
large or small. In the average office, to print the numbers 1 to 200 consecutively would be quite a task, 
and when undertaken in the ordinary way with the facilities usually at hand, the cost is so high that 
the customer usually concludes to get along with something else than printed numbers, and what might 

be a profitable job is lost to the office. 

_ „— — — Suppose an order for two hundred reserved 

seat numbers from 1 to 200, six copies of each. 
It is not necessary to set up more than the units 
1 to 0. These figures are to be set up, properly 
spaced, one above the other, as shown in column 
A of the table annexed. 

One hundred and twenty impressions are taken 
on strips of cardboard cut to the required width. 
This done, gives the required number of units. 
Change the gauge pins in a manner to print the 
same form beside the printed figures to form the 
tens, as shown in column B of the table. Take 
twelve impressions of this form on twelve of the 
already printed strips. The next step is to change 
“ ~™ the form by taking the top figure (l) and place it 

at the bottom of the column, so the next impress¬ 
ion on a strip of the first form will read as shown in column C of the table. We print again twelve 
strips of the first form. This change of the top figures, 2,3, 4.5. 6. 7, 8, 9 and 0, respectfully, is repeated 
eight more times, shown in the table as columns D, E. F, G. H. I, K and L. From each change twelve 
impressions on the printed slips containing the first form must be made. This will finish the tens, and 
by changing the form to ten figure Is and again moving the pins to the left for the space-width of the 
type, and printing six strips of each the former changes from B to L, gives the hundreds or a continuous 
run of numbers from 1 to 199 in an edition of six copies. To obtain number 200, print upon the six 
strips left a figure 2 to head the 00 of column B. In assorting the numbers it will be found that each 
six copies of the heavy type cannot be used, but this small loss in stock is compensated many times by 
the advantage derived from the method.

Imposition of Forms 

HINTS ON IMPOSITION: A Hand-book for Printers. By T. B. Williams. Leather.90pp. 

$1.00 For sale at all Branches of the American Type Founders Company, and recommended 
to all who desire the fullest information concerning the imposition of forms. 

The make-up should learn to use measuring rule or tape measure and dividers. They are more con¬ 
venient to measure with than paper, and their use is regarded as evidence of knowledge of the imposition 
of book forms. The dividers will enable the make-up to verify his measurements quickly. Printers' 
dividers cost 85 cents. 

Ascertain what furniture will be required for the margins of a book form before placing it upon the 
stone. Time will be saved, and the work will have the appearance of order and neatness. 

After a book form is imposed, tighten the quoins, and ascertain by means of a straightedge or square 
if the pages are of equal length and the head lines or bottom folios are exactly in line. The folios are us¬ 
ually the guides for hand-folding and should receive great attention, otherwise the binder will not secure 
good register. For the same reason, folios should all be set exactly in the middle of the width of the page. 

After a book form has been locked up, it should be tested for squareness with a square. Forms are 
liable to get twisted or bowed in locking up, especially if the chase is weak. This defect can usually be 
remedied by loosening the quoins on one side and tightening them on the opposite side. 

Margins 

The proper allowances for head and back margins depend on judgment and preference to a great degree 

The head and foot margins of a trimmed book are usually of equal proportions, but, as the binder will 
almost invariably And it necessary to cut off more paper from the foot than from the head, the make-up 
must make sufficient allowance for this extra trim. 

When the pages have running heads one-third or less shorter than the width of the page, one-half of 
the space occupied by the running head is to be considered as part of the head margin. If the folio only 
is used over a page, the head margin is to be calculated from the top line of the page. 

The make-up must know whether a book is to be wire-stitched through the back or sewed through the 
fold. If wire-stitched through the back, an extra allowance additional to the back margin required must 
be made a little in excess of the space used by the wire. This space varies according to thickness of the 
book, but is rarely less than three-sixteenths of an inch on each side of the back margin, or three-eighths 
of an inch in the back gutters. 

In forms of 32 pages or more it is advisable, where it is possible, to impose the pages so that the sheet 
may be cut and folded in signatures of half the number of pages, especially when the paper is heavy: but 
if the form is imposed to fold as one complete signature then it is advisable to deduct enough from the 
back margin of the inner sections to equal the extra space taken up by the fold of the outside sections. 

In imposing forms of 12 or 24 pages, great care must be taken to get the foot and head margins of the 
inset to be folded in exactly right, and the head and foot margins in such forms should be as evenly 
divided as possible. More accurate register is obtained when the inset is cut off and folded separately. 

Testing Margins 

After the proper head and back margins have been decided on, and the pages arranged to conform to 
them, the form should be tested to ascertain if the foot and front margins are correct. The method is 
illustrated in the accompanying diagram of a section of a 16-page form. Fold a sheet to quarter of the 

size of the untrimmed paper to be used. The distance from the 
foot of page 16 to the foot of page 10 must agree with the length 
of the quarter sheet (as indicated by the dotted line), and the 
distance from the back edge of page 7 to the back edge of page 
11 must correspond with the width of the quarter sheet. This 
test can be made just as well by using a measuring rule or 
tape, in which case, if the quarter sheet were twelve inches 
wide by eighteen inches long, the distance from the front edge 
of page 12 to the front edge of page 8 must be exactly twelve 
inches, and the distance from the foot of page 7 to the foot of 
page 1 must be exactly eighteen inches. 

Gripper Margins 

As applied to book forms, the space between the type and 
the outer edge of the chase at the gripper side is the gripper 
margin. A gauge showing the gripper margin of each press 
should be obtained from the pressman. When the paper is 
placed in its correct position on the type form, the distance 
between the edge of the paper and the edge of chase should be 
at least half an inch less than the gripper margin, to permit 
the pressman to move his form into a suitable place. To make 
a proper allowance for gripper margin, it is often neccessary 
to place more furniture in the foot margins on the side of the 
long cross-bar next the gripper than on the other side. The 
lowest folio of a form should be placed next the gripper edge.

Correct Imposition of Lengthwise Cuts and Tables 

The correct rule is that lengthwise tables and cuts shall always read from the foot of page. When a 
lengthwise cut or table is on one page and the explanatory or descriptive matter on the opposite page, 
then the cut or table should, if possible, be placed on the page with the even folio 

Tests of Correct Imposition 

As a general rule, except where for convenience in folding, certain forms are imposed from the center, 
the lowest (first) folio of a form is placed on the lower left-hand corner. All odd folios are always at the 
left-hand of the make-up, as viewed from the foot. 

The odd and even folios of pages which are side by side in a correctly imposed regular form will, when 
added together, form a total of one more than the number of pages in a signature. The first and last 
pages of a signature are always placed side by side-as, for instance, in a 16 -page form, where folios 1 and 
16 equal seventeen. 

Press Points 

These are used in forms that are imposed for books, the sections of which are folded by machines. In 
16 -page forms these points are usually placed exactly 15 inches apart- 7 Vfc inches each way from the 
center of the first fold. The sheets are fed into the folding machine by the point holes to insure register, 
and the points should be placed exactly in accordance with the instructions of the bookbinder.

All the tables and prices are calculated on the bases of fifty per cent advance on the cost of 
everything that goes into a complete job of printing. Absolute cost means the price paid for paper 
stock, inks and labor, and not any part of the wages paid to managers, solicitors or any other expense. 
The general expense is equal to at least twenty per cent of the output, and may be safely rated at 
twenty-five per cent, which would leave twelve and one-half per cent profit on these prices. If cir¬ 
cumstances are such that the prices of labor and stock are greater than these figures, the employing 
printer must advance prices by adding a proper percentage. If lower, and competition is sharp, he can 
reduce prices by a regular discount, not to exceed ten per cent.

Safe Basis on Which to do a Profitable Business 

Adapted from the Code of Ethics of the United Typothetse of America. 

The expense of doing business, such as the wear and tear of material, interest on money invested, 
bad debts, rents, taxes, insurance, book-keeping, and all other items of expense, should be ever before 
our eyes, and we should never forget that these must be as surely levied on each particular job as its 
labor costs. 

Always have the courage to ask for a fair remuneration for any work offered, resting assured that 
it will be more profitable to be without a job than to secure one in which there is a temptation to resort 
to questionable methods in order to avoid a financial loss in its execution. 

A master printer should always contend that he is entitled, when asked for an estimate, to know the 
names of all who are to be requested to bid on the work. He should also insist upon his right, if he 
desires it, to know all the prices offered for the work and to whom and what price it was awarded. 

A master printer should not make estimates for work that he cannot do. It is always unsafe and 
often unjust to give prices upon a class of work upon which the cost is not positively known and has to 
be guessed at. 

Estimates calling for detailed specifications of separate value of the paper, composition, electrotyp¬ 
ing, presswork, ruling, binding, etc., should always be refused. 


Explanatory 

The prices under the several divisions of each list, such as “ 100,” ”260,” ” 1,000,” include all regular 
charges for labor and material to the customer unless otherwise stated, and when there is a variable 
factor in such prices the amount estimated for such variable factor is quoted, so that the printer can 
readily adjust the price in accordance with the conditions governing the work. 

We figure hand composition at $1.00 per 1,000 in all work, including locking up or making up, and at 
90c per hour for time work. Machine composition, 80c per 1,000. 

Paper is included in these prices at an average advance of 50 per cent on cost, unless otherwise 
stated; but this includes storage, handling, wastage and cutting—items that are never paid for if the 
printer only adds 10 or 15 per cent to the cost of paper.

This price is to include 
the proportionate cost of general expense and handling in every way—the opening, cutting, and repack¬ 
ing and waste.

The “Convenient Card Scale and Table of Prices" compiled by Mr. C. F. Ped- 
rick and copyrighted and issued to the trade by Irwin N. Megargee & Co., dealers in cards, 12 South Sixth 
street, Philadelphia, will save printers a great deal of time and insure accuracy in estimating. This 
valuable scale shows at a glance: (1) Cost per 1000 cards of any size after being cut from any kind or 
quality of board ranging in list price from $1.00 to $15.00 per 100 sheets 22 * 28 inches; (2) Which way of 
the sheet a card of any size will cut to the best advantage; (3) Number of sheets of 22 * 28 inches card¬ 
board required to cut 1000 cards of any size. This scale is printed on a large sheet of bond paper in two 
colors and applicants for it should inclose ten cents in postage stamps. 




Business Cards 

The sizes and figures given for business cards such as 11—91, 64c., stand for 11 full sheets each cut¬ 
ting 91 cards and the value, including cutting of 1000 of such cards, is 64 cents. On the general rule that 
all the prices given in these tables have a margin of profit the stock figures represent an addition to the 
cost of 50 per cent.

Blank Books

Half binding may be either tight or loose smooth back, with paper or cloth sides and leather corners, 
usually colored leather. 

Three-quarter binding is first-class in every respect as to stock, usually russia back and corners, fin¬ 
ished with raised cords or hubs and cloth sides. 

Full end and band binding and extra russia ends and bands, full gilt back, are well-known to the trade 
and need not be described. The figures here submitted are for the best of their class as to binding.
